—The Supreme Court ruled 4-2 
today that the Du Pont Co. vio- 
lates the anti-trust laws by con- 
trolling General Motors Corp. 
through 23 per cent stock own- 
ership. 

Justice Brennan delivered the 
court’s decision, to which Jus- 
tices Burton a Frankfurter 
dissented. Justices Clark and 
Harlan disqualified themselves. 
Justice Whittaker took no part. 

Brennan said that although 
Du Pont and General Motors 
are not competitors “any acqui- 
sition by one corporation of all 
or any part of the stock of an- 
other corporation is within the 
reach of the (anti-trust) act 
whenever the reasonable likeli- 
hood appears that the acquisi- 
tion will result in a restraint of 
commerce.” 

Today’s action came eight 
years after the Government 
first filed its anti-trust com- 
plaint against Du Pont in Chi- 
cago. 

In the Du Pont-General Mo- 
tors case the Government con- 
tended the power of Du Pont— 
“based on its GM stock hold- 
ings; interlocking directorate, 
and historic relationship” — to 
influence business’ judgments 
of General Motors amounted to 
a combination in restraint of 
trade. 

Dismissed in L@ Court. 

United States ict Judge 
Walter J, LaBuy in Chicago 
dismissed the case after a 
seven-month trial with a find- 
ing that the Government had 
“failed to prove conspiracy, 
monopolization, a restraint of 
trade, or any reasonable proba- 
bility of a restraint. ° 

In another important case the 
court ruled that federal courts 
may compel employers to.com- 
ply with arbitration clauses in 
collective bargaining agree- 
ments, regardless of state law. 

The decision is of the utmost 
importance to labor, since a 
large number of union-manage- 
ment contracts provide for arbi- 
tration. Lower courts have dif- 
fered widely on the means for 
enforcing such clauses. 

In essence, they provide that 
for the term of the contract all 
grievances. will be settled by 
arbitration. 

The vote was 7 to 1 with 
Justice William O. Douglas 
speaking for the majority. 
Justice Felix Frankfurter wrote 
a dissent more than half an 
inch thick. 

Douglas said “plainly the 
agreement to arbritrate griev- 
ance disputes is the quid pro 
quo for an agreement not to 
strike.” 

“Viewed in this light the 
legislation does more than con- 
fer jurisdiction in the federal 
courts over labor organiza- 
tions,” he said. “It expresses a 
federal policy that federal 
courts should enforce these 
agreements on behalf of or 
against labor organizations and 
that industrial peace can be 
best obtained only in that way.” 

Federal Law Governs. 

Douglas said the “substantive 
law” to be applied in suits to 
enforce grievance procedures is 
“federal law which the courts 
must fashion from the policy of 

our national labor laws.’. < . The 
range of judicial inventiveness 
will be determined by the na- 
ture of the problem. Federal 
interpretation of the federal 
law will govern, not state law. 
But state law, if compatible... 
may be resorted to in order to 


find the rule that will best ef- 


fectuate the federal policy, 


“Any state law applied, how- 


ever, will be absorbed as fed- 
eral law and will not be an 
independent source of private 
rights.”

Opponents of the tests 
base their on, Dry en the 
concept that any radiation is 
harmful, even the relatively 
small amounts in the world- 
wide fallout from atomic explo- 
sions. 

The witnesses were Dr. H. L. 
Friede!l, professor of radiology 
at the Western Reserve Univer- 
sity school of medicine, and Dr. 
Austin Brues of.the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Argonne 
National Laboratory. 

They testified before a spe- 
cial fallout subcommittee of the 
congressional Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy. Hearings 
started last week and will con- 
tinue through Thursday of this 
week and into next week. 

Comment on Leukemia. 

Both Dr. Friedell and Dr. 
Brues argued that there was no 
significant evidence on the ef- 
fect of continued low-level radi- 
ation as a cause of leukemia or 


cancer. Scientists agree that 


heavy doses of radiation can 
cause both diseases. 

The witnesses contended that 
it was not justifiable to “ex- 
trapolate” or deduce effects at 
lower radiation levels from ob- 
servations made only at much 
higher levels.

Pauling Announces Re- 
sults of Drive for 
Signers of Appeal He 
Drafted After Speech 


Here. 


Nearly all members of scien- 
tific departments at Washington 
University are among 2000 
American scientists who have 
signed an appeal prepared by 
Nobel prize-winning chemist 
Linus Pauling, urging an inter- 
national agreement now to stop 
testing of nuclear bombs. 

Pauling, head- of the division 
of chemistry and chemical engi- 
neering at California Institute 
of Technology, announced re- 
sults today at Pasadena of a 


campaign to obtain signatures 
to a statement he prepared in 
St. Louis May 45 following an 
address at Washington Univer- 
sity. 

Honors Day Speech. 

Speaking at the Eliot Honors 
Day -assembly in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel, Pauling empha- 
sized that there was essentially 
“unanimous agreement” among 
scientists as to magnitude of 
radiation effects, and said halt- 
ing bomb tests would be a step 
toward averting cataclysmic nu- 
clear war. 

“The response to this address 
was so enthusiastic as to sug- 
gest that a statement be pre- 
pared to which American scien- 
tists could respond,” he said 
today, “Nearly all of the mem- 
bers of the scientific depart- 
ment of Washington University 
have signed the appeal, the total 
number being 102.” 

In addition to Pauling, who 
won the Nobel prize in 1954, 
signers included two other No- 
bel prizewinners. They are Dr. 
Joseph Erlanger, professor 
emeritus of physiology at Wash- 
ington University School of 
Medicine, and H. J. Muller of 
the University of Indiana, a 
geneticist. 

Five Original Signers. 

Five of the Washington Uni- 
versity signers were among 27 
persons who set their names to 
the original petition drafted by 
Pauling and could be regarded 
as a sort of unofficial sponsor- 
ms group, The five are: 

arry Commoner, professor of 
plant physiology; Edward U. 
Condon, professor of physics; 
Viktor Hamburger, professor of 
zoology; Martin D. Kamen, as- 
sociate professor of radiochem- 
istry, and Dr Carl V. Moore, 
professor of medicine. 

Pauling’s announcement that 
“nearly all” members of Wash- 
ington University scientific de- 
partments signed the petition 
referred to the non-medical 
school faculty members in the 
university proper. Of these, 
more than four fifths signed, 
it was estimated. 

More than half of the total 
102 Washington University sig- 
natures, however, were obtained 
at the School of Medicine and 
the School of Dentistry. In ad- 
dition, signers included six sci- 
entists at Jewish Hospital and 
two members of the St. Louis 
University faculty. 

Not among Washington Uni- 
versity signers was former 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton, 
physicist and Nobel prize win- 
ner. Compton was in Europe 
when the petition was circu- 
lated, but has recently ex- 
pressed the view that scientists 
trying to halt atomic tests were 
“missing the point.” 

Stood Behind AEC Man. 

At Frankfort, Germany, 
Compton told a news confer- 
ence May 15 that he stood fully 
behind Atomic Energy Commis- 
sioner W. F. Libby. Comimis- 
sioner Libby, a scientist, has 
taken the position that dangers 
from atomic radiation were no 
greater than those of normal 
life.

eicn Affairs Committee that the

grams.” 

Braden testified against Presi- 
den Eisenhower's new $3,865,- 
000,000 foreign aid budget while 
sentiment in favor of granting 
most of the requested aid funds 
was growing on Capitol Hill. 

Senate Democratic Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
predicted Congress will refrain 
from voting any. “meat ax cuts” 
in foreign aid spending, and Re- 
publican Leader William F. 
Knowland took a similar line. 

Both Senators predicted, how- 
ever, that Congress will not

curdling, to say nothing of a 
much tougher product. 


The baking temperature 
should never 350 de- 
grees, for a dry heat-high 
temperature combination pro- 
duces a leathery texture. 


To hasten the melting of 
cheese for a sauce, grind it, 
grate it or cut in fine, before 
adding it to the other ingredi- 
ents. Then cook it over low 
heat. If the sauce is to stand 
for any time, then a double 
broiler is most convenient. Stir 
until completely melted, for 
best results. 


Q. What can be done if 
cheese begins to mold? 


A. Simply. cut off the moldy 
portion and use the rest, for the 
semi-hard and hard varieties 
of cheese can mold without 
spoiling. The end pieces that 
become hard can be grated 
and placed in a covered con- 
tainer in the refrigerator and 
kept for a couple of weeks. 


, Then add them in casseroles for 


extra flavor, or sprinkle on top 
for extra color. 


Q. Should cheese be kept in 
the refrigerator until serving 
time? 

A. Cured cheeses are at 
their very best when served at 
room temperature. So be sure to 
remove them from the refrigera- 
tor and allow to reach room 
temperature before serving. It 
is well to keep them covered 
with a protective wrap if they 
are cut. This does not apply to 
cottage and cream cheeses, how-

Agree Limit : 


Must Be Set, but Can't Agree 
On Question of Where to Set It 


Witnesses Before Joint Senate-House Com- 
mittee Differ on Estimates of Number 
of ‘Sunshine Units’ Human System Can 
Absorb Without Danger.

WASHINGTON, June 3. 


CIENTISTS remain deeply spit on the question of radioactive 
fallout hazards, despite an agreement last week by a group 
of fallout experts. that an international limit should be 


placed on test explosions to prevent contamination of the world. 


The agreement was reached 
at the end of the first week’s 
hearings before a special fall- 
out subcommittee of the Senate- 
House Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy. It did, indeed, 
bring together scientists who 
have spoken out both for and 
against continued tests. But 
their concurrence was more ap- 


. parent than real. They still dis- 


agree over whether there is im- 
mediate hazard from fallout, or 
whether the danger is several 
decades off. 

To understand how this scien- 
tific group could agree and djf- 
fer at the same time, one must 
know the circumstances of the 
hearing session at which they 
sat around a witness table and 
nodded agreement that tests 
must be limited. 

Senator Clinton P. Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico, was act- 
ing as chairman of the subcom- 
mittee in the absence of Repre- 
sentative Chet Holifield (Dem.), 
California. Anderson had called 
the sciéntists together for a 
sort of panel discussion after 
each had testified individually. 

Two Minimize Danger. 

Two of them had been mini- 
mizing the fallout hazard. Dr. 
Merrill Eisenbud of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s New York 
operations office had concluded 
that all nuclear tests up to this 
year would bring average bone 
concentration of strontium-90 
anywhere in the United States 
no higher than 15 “sunshine 
units” by 1970. 

Strontium-90, a radiactive 
form of strontium which sub- 
stitutes easily for calcium in 
bone formation, makes up about 
5 per cent of the radiation pro- 
duced by a nuclear explosion. 
It is regarded as the most seri- 
ous worid-wide fallout hazard. 

One sunshine unit equals one 
micro-micro-curie of strontium- 
90 per gram of calcium. The 
AEC quotes 1000 sunshine units 
as the “miximum permissible 
level” for atomic workers, and 
100 sunshine units as the maxi- 
mum permissible level for an 
entire population. The British 
Medical Research Council has 
suggested 10 sunshine units as 
what sometimes has been called 
a “worry level”—a point at 
which immediate steps should 
be taken. 

Estimates Concentration. 

Dr. J. L. Kulp of Columbia 
University’s Lamont Geological 
Laboratory had testified that 
future tests at the present rate 
would eventually result in an 
average bone concentration of 
24 sunshine units in the United 
States—still well below the 
AEC’s 100-unit tolerance level. 

The AEC has relied heavily 
on the work of Dr. Eisenbud 
and Dr. Kulp in its reassuring 
statements that radioactive fall- 
out is a relatively trivial dan- 


er. 

' Another witness, Dr. William 
F. Neuman, a University of Ro- 
chester biochemist whose spe- 
cialty is bone metabolism, had 
differed sharply. He had pre- 
sented figures indicating that 
the danger point already had 
been reached. 

A fotrth witness, Dr. Wright 
Langham of the Los Alamos 
scientific laboratory, operat 
for the AEC by the University 
of California, had tried to bring 
the opposite views together by 
showing how easy. it was for 
scientists to differ by a “factor 
of 200,” meaning that one would 
arrive at an answer 200 times 
as big as the other. 

Proposes Limiting Tests. 

In the panel discussion, it 
was Dr. Langham who suggested 
that an international agreement 
must be reached on limiting 
nuclear tests. He suggested a 
limit of about 10 megatons of 
fission explosion a year. He 
said this was roughly the test 
level for the last five years, not 
counting Russian, British and 
American tests this year. 

Dr. Eisenbud called this sug- 
gested limit “about in the right 
ball park,” but he added that 
“one can feel comfortable” 
since information on hazards is 
being gathered rapidly, where- 
as the danger level will not be 
reached for decades. 

A fifth witness, who had not 
yet testified, Lt. Col. James B. 


Hartgering, director of the di- | they 


vision of physiology and phar- 
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rate of testing which human 
life on earth: could tolerate. 

Dr. Neuman was the first wit- 
ness at the hearings to adopt 
this approach. Before he testi- 
fied, the others had been talk- 
ing mainly about the average 
amounts of strontium-90 now 
getting into human bones and 
the amounts that probably 
would in the future. 


How Much Can Body Stand? 

Dr. Neuman proposed that the 
reasoning be turned &pside 
down, that it first be deter- 
mined how much strontium-90 
could be tolerated in the human 
system, and then that it be cal- 
culated what rate of weapons 
testing would result in an equl- 
librium at that amount. (It is 
agreed that the amount of 
strontium-90 in the earth and 
atmosphere will eventually re- 
main constant at a given amount 
if 24% per cent of that amount 
is added each year. This is be- 
cause strontium-90 slowly de- 
cays.) 

Using a maximum permissi- 
ble concentration in bone of 50 
sunshine units for the sake of 
argument, Dr. Neuman calcu- 
lated that total fission explo- 
sions by all countries could 
amount to only 2.2 megatons. 
He said that would mean that 
only one bomb the size of the 
United States test at Bikini on 
March 1, 1954, .could be ex- 
ploded every seven years. 

His assumptions were rela- 
tively few and simple. He as- 
sumed that bone concentration 
eventually will become one- 
eighth as high as soil concen- 
tration. This is called a “fac- 
tor of eight,” 

He also assumed a factor of 
two for individual variation in 
picking up strontium-90 and a 
factor of three for variations in 
the deposit of strontium-90 in 
various regions. 


Variation Questioned. 

Dr. Eisenbud and Df. Kulp 
questioned whether the region- 
al variation factor should be in- 
cluded. If it were left out, three 
timés as many bombs could be 
tested before reaching a given 
level. 

The factor of eight for rela- 
tive concentrations from soil 
to bone is another matter of 
disagreement. Dr. Neuman said 
his factor of eight might range 
as low as four or as high as 16. 
Dr. Kulp used a factor of 14. 


The AEC’s 1 spokesman 
on fallout, Dr. W F. Libby, 
has used anywhere from 13 


to 80. 
' Thus, taking Dr. Neuman’s 
most pessimistic figure (4) and 


Dr. Libby's most optimistic 
figure (80) for  soil-to-bone 
transfer, it follows that Dr. 


Neuman would expect to find 
20 times as much strontium-90 
in human bones as Dr. Libby 
would expect to find. 

Other variables could throw 


‘their estimates even farther 


apart. There is an additional 
factor of lag, which means that 
strontium-90 in the soil takes 
some time to show up in the 
bones. Furthermore, not enough 
bone samples have been ana- 
lyzed yet to tell very closely 
what is the relation of past soil 
concentrations to present bone 
concentrations. 
Question of What te Do. 
These varying estimates, sub- 
jects of honest disagreement 
among scientists, bear directly 
on the public policy question of 
what to do about weapons tests. 
Dr. Libby has said the radia- 
tion from strontium-90 now in 
the bones equals the increase in 
natural cosmic radiation a per- 
son gets by climbing a hill 400 
feet high. But if he is off by 
a factor of 10, the hill would 
have to be 4000 feet high, and 
3 “5?

Lack of a general legislative program from 
Gov. Blair handicapped the General Assembly, 
Nevertheless, it began well by expanding his 
budget office, and by providing a nursing home 
safety law in response to the Warrenton fire. 

From there on the legislative record became 
as haphazard as its last-minute adjournment. 
One elementary fact in that record is lack of in- ' 
terest in the state’s largest city. The legislators 
refused to give St. Louis adequate power to con- 
struct off-street parking facilities. They left the 
Bi-State Agency with insufficient authority for 
financing its important projects. They neglected 
to finish the fire-safety job: A bill creating > 
state division of fire inspection, to. professional- 
ize the service, was lost. ) 

A lobby-backed bill to let the state collect 
money on its idle funds was written to protect 
the bankers from paying more than 1 per cent 
interest on most deposits. State employes were 
granted a pension system, but the legislators 
voted themselves pensions under more favorable 
terms, and then failed to vote money to begin 
the program. Similarly a fine measure for spe- 
cial centers for handicapped children was left 
without money, and so was the Governor’s human 
rights commission bill, which was weakened be- 
fore it was approved. 


As a First Step ... 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The communique issued by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Chancellor 
Adenauer on Mzy 28 indicates that 
the reunification of Germany is to 
be made a condition precedent to 
the establishment of a neutral zone

The decision is no doubt due 
to the German Chancellor's insist- 
ence that the demilitarization of all 
or any part of Germany, prior to its 
reunification, would freeze the par- 
tition. 

This seems to me to be a dan- 
gerous fallacy. The truth of the 
matter is that Germany is unlikely 
to be reunified unless and until it 
fs militarily neutralized. 

In my view the United States in 
consultation with its major allies 
ought to propose to Russia, as a 
first step toward disengagement and 
disarmament, the withdrawal of So- 
viet troops behind the Oder-Neisse 
line and the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can, French and British forces be- 
hind the Rhine. 

The establisnment of a demill- 
tarized zone between the Oder and 
the Rhine would remove Soviet co- 


After unusual lobbying pro and con, two truck 
bills were finally passed. One permits larger 
trucks and the other raises fees for them by 
$200 a year. The legislators granted permission 
for the State Park Board to issue revenue bonds 
for park improvements. They authorized a bi- 
partisan investigation of the Conservation Com- 
mission. They improved the probation and pa- 
role laws and enacted measures designed to de- 
politicalize and professionalize the mental health 
program. And two of the best bills passed pro- 
vide for a board to control water pollution and 
for a humane juvenile code, emphasizing 
rehabilitation. 

The legislators, however, were more inter- 
ested in voting for salary increases than in con- 
sidering registration of the lobbyists who parade 
through the Capitol. The effort to improve the 
anti-utility strike law as usual was bogged down 
in a dispute over outright repeal. A controver- 
sial bill prohibiting sale of milk at prices less 
than cost was passed but not signed in the 
Senate until after adjournment. 

Election law reform, an inexpensive and clear 
issue, was approached by halves. Consolidation 
af polling places was approved but left to the 
discretion of election officials. A June primary 
date was again forgotten. But the legislators 
did decide to permit newcomers to Missouri to 
vote for President and Vice President after only 
60 days residence. 

In sum, the legislative session seemed to be 
subject mostly to the law of centrifugal force, 
It went in innumerable directions, and ended 
without going far enough to complete many im- 
portant tasks. The confusion will be costly for 
the state. Sooner or later, the legislators will 
have to face the work they left undone.

Since the men on Capitol Hill hope to be 
home by July 4, there is not too much hope that 
the lobbying laws will be tightened up at this 
time. But the need has again been demonstrated. 
Meanwhile the committee’s investigations have 
led to the recovery by the Government of about 
$1,000,000 from oil companies which had im- 
properly treated money spent on a propaganda 
campaign as deductible for income tax purposes. 
That at least is a solid gain. 
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What Price Wonder Drugs 

Most persons who have had prescriptions filled 
with the new wonder drugs must have wondered 
at their price as well as their curative properties. 
Among. those who have wondered are the com- 
missioners of the Federal Trade Commission. 
That body is in consequence at work through a 
special unit in an attempt to determine whether 
the present sizeable prices of penicillin, strep- 
tomycin, aureomycin and other antibiotics are 
too sizeable. 

The individual at the drug counter who leaves 
a $10 bill for the filling of a single prescription 
of 75-cent-and-up capsules of antibiotics is in a 
mighty company. Some 30,000,000 Americans a 
day buy antibiotics—or one in every four per- 
sons having a prescription filled. The value of 
the antibiotics sold in this country yearly Is 
more than a billion dollars at the manufacturer's 
level—1200 tons of them! 

FTC is finding that the price question about 
antibiotics is not easy to answer, after nearly a 
year of looking into it. Expenses for research 
and development are quite heavy. How heavy 
the expenses are for distribution, advertising and 
salésmanship, the special unit wants to learn 
more closely. Meantime, the FTC investigation 
is serving as an intangible kind of wonder drug 
itself—helping keep the industry healthy, and 
the American pocketbook fit. ~

Kirkwood citizens will enjoy a golden oppor- 
tunity Tuesday to improve the dental health of 
their children. They can accomplish this by vot- 
ing YES on Proposition No. 7 of the community 
bond issue program.

Fluoridation is the safe, cheap, effective public 
health technique for combating decay in chil- 
dren's teeth. It has been employed in St. Louis 
for almost three years, thanks in large measure 
to the leadership of Mayor Tucker, who acted on 
recommendation of a committee of physicians 
and dentists from Washington and St. Louis 
universities. Fluoridation is indorsed by just 
about every recognized medical and dental or- 
ganization in the country, including the United 
States Public Health Service and the American 
Medical and Dental associations.

HERE CAN BE FEW LEFT AMONG US who do not have 
serious doubts about our China policy. For it is not possible 
to shrug off the anti-American riots in Formosa as if they 


were an unfortunate accident 
anything significant. 

Whether or not there’ was 
official complicity, the indubi- 
table fact is that whoever in-

Chinese Role Abroad. 


What is our China policy? A 
good way to get at the inner 


principle of it is to ask and to 
answer the question, Why are | 
we uncompromising in our boy- 
cott of Red China and so much 
less uncompromising in our re- 
lations with Red Russia? 

The key to our policy is the 
fact that besides the Chinese 
in Formosa, there are some 10,- 
000,000 Chinese in Southeast 
Asia, In Singapore, they are 
three quarters of the popula- 
tion, In Malaya, they are two 
fifths of the population. 

In those countries which have 
diplomatie relations with Red 
China, (Burma, Indonesia and 
Cambodia) the Chinese tend to 
look to Red China for guidance. 
In the countries recognizing the 
Nationalists, such as South Viet 
Nam, Thailand and the Philip- 
pines, the Chinese tend to look 
for guidance to Formosa. 

The object of our China pol- 
icy is to keep the overseas Chi- 
nese separated from the Red 
Chinese government, and thus 
to prevent it from ruling and 
from representing all the Chi- 
nese, 


Curb Put on Chiang. 


Some years back when the 
Nationalist Chinese had been 
driven off the mainland, and 
were first installed in Formosa, 
the overseas Chinese were en- 
titled to believe that eventually, 
with American help, the Chi- 
nese government in Formosa 
would fight its way back to the 
mainland and become again the 
government of all of China. 

Thus there was hope for the 
anti - Communists that they 
would go home triumphantly. 
For the neutrals there was some 
good reason to remain sitting 
on the fence. As long as the 
Red Chinese were weak and 
distracted by the problems of 
the revolution, while the United 
States, which then had a mon- 
opoly of nuclear weapons, was 
so strong, the China policy had 
a credible foundation. 

It no longer has a credible 
foundation. When in 1955 
President Eisenhower asked

Congress for a guarantee of 
Formosa and the nearby is- 
lands, he also took the neces- 
Sary measures to prevent 
Chiang from making warlike 
moves against the mainland. 
Indeed, the President put an 
end to the idea that the United 
States would back an invasion 
of the mainland. 

He went even further and 
made it clear that the United 
States would not permit Chiang 
to attempt an invasion. All 
this was, no doubt, a sound and 


=| prudent diplomatic action to 
"| prevent dangerous and foolish 


adventures. 


Desperate, Forlorn Effort. 


But it broke the back of our 
China policy. It deprived the 
Chinese in Formosa of any hope 
that they could return to the 
mainland except by coming to 
terms with Red China. 


Ever since then, our China 
policy has had no future, and 
has been no more than a hold- 
ing operation, designed to put 
off as long as possible a deal 
among the Chinese themselves. 

Our attitude toward trade 
with China and our attitude 
toward letting American news- 
papermen go to China, are part 
of this holding operation. They 
are a rather desperate and for- 
lorn attempt to keep the Chi- 
nese in Formosa from coming 
to terms with the Chinese on 
the mainland. 


Thus we are trying to induce 
Britain, Germany and Japan, 


| as well as Western Europe, to 


restrict trade with Red China 
more severely than they re- 
strict trade with Red Russia. As 
this means merely that Russia 
becomes the broker through 
which China trades with the 
rest of the world, the restric- 
tions are not substantial. 


They are psychological. The 
purpose of the restrictions is to 
make the overseas Chinese feel 
that all the world, outside of 
Russia, is the enemy of Red 
China. For the same kind of 
psychological reason, Mr. Dulles 
and Mr. Robertson do not want 
to let American newspapermen 
go to Red China. They are 
afraid it would discourage the 
overseas Chinese and reduce 
their determination to oppose 
Red China. 


Too Late to Face Facts? 


The rational solution would 
have been what is called the 
“Two China policy’”—to estab- 
lish Formosa as an independent 
and neutralized state under the 
protection of the United Na- 
tions as part of the bargain 
which admitted Red China to 
the United Nations. 

Both Chinese governments 
are on record against such a 
solution. But it is still the best 
and indeed the only solution 
which corresponds to the whole 
reality of the Chinese situation 
—to the fact that there is a 
Chinese community which is 
opposed to placing itself under 
Communist rule, and that there 
is on the mainland of China a 
powerful government which 
cannot be ignored. 

The question is whether it is 
too late to deal with the situa- 
tion by a negotiated compro- 
mise, like the “Two China

YORK, England, June 3 (AP) 
—Dr. Alfred W. F. Blunt, the 
Anglican bishop who tipped off

Dr. Blunt, who was 77 years 
old, retired two years ago as 
Bishop of Bradford. His speech 
fore a diocesan conference on 
Dec. 1, 1936, is credited with 
setting off the abdication crisis. 
The Duke of Windsor, in his 
memoirs, acknowledged it was 
“the spark that caused the ex- 
plosion.” 

Dr. Blunt told the diocesan 
conference in a speech on the 
symbolism of the coronation 
ceremony that King Edward 
VIII would abundantly need 
God's grace if he were to do 


He added: “We hope he is 
aware of his need. Some of us 
wish that he gave more posi- 
tive signs of such awareness.” 

The duke in his memoirs pub- 
lished in 1951 referred to the 
incident as the “Bradford bomb- 
shell” and wrote: 

“What the Bishop of Brad- 
ford had to say against me 14 
years ago may today appear in- 
nocuous to some, Nevertheless, 
it was criticism of the King 
and in that charged atmos- 
phere, it proved the spark that 
caused the explosion.” 

The duke added the immedi- 
ate effect was to shatter his 
hopes “of settling my problem 
one way or the other by pri- 
vate negotiations with my min- 
isters, I could no longer af- 


Friends of the bishop said 
later the clergyman knew of 
the King’s friendship with Mrs. 
Simpson when he made his 
speech, although he had never 
heard of her when he prepared 
the text nearly two months be- 
fore, 

Dr. Blunt himself emphasized 
that his remarks were not in- 
tended as a rebuke to the King, 
but were aimed at Edward's ap- 
parent lack of outward concern 
for religion. But until he spoke 
out there had been no mention 
in the British press about the 
romance, and his remarks 
brought the matter to a climax

LONDON, June 3 (‘(AP)— 
George Bernard Shaw left an 
unexpected legacy that is going 
to boost the value of his estate. 

It consists of 28 books of 
printers’ proofs of Shaw’s plays, 
books, critical essays—possibly 
the bulk of his works. On the 
margins in Shaw’s writing are 
corrections and caustic instrue- 
tions to the printers. 

The national trust, to which 
Shaw left his estate, paid no 
particular attention to the row 
of battered books in the house 
where Shaw died. 

Then the trust leased the 
house to C. J. Casserley on con- 
dition he keep certain rooms 
open to the visitors. Casserley 
inspected the books and discov- 
ered their worth. 

“The collection seems to con- 
tain just about everything Shaw 
ever wrote,” Casseriey said yes- 
terday. “One of Shaw's many 
eccentricities was that he in- 
sisted on having back the final 
printers’ proofs. From time to 
time he had the loose sheets 
bound and now they form a vast 
store and record of Shaw's liter- 
ary work.”

With Friendship for Yugoslavia

MOSCOW, June 3—The So-

\larations of friendship yester- 
@ay for erstwhile wayward 
Communist cousins of Yugo- 


slavia. / 

On behalf of the Soviet gov- 
ernment and the Soviet Com- 
munist party, all Moscow news- 
papers proffered a comradely 
hand to the government of 
President Josip (Tito) Broz, not- 
withstanding what they said 
were continuing ideological 
quarrels. Without mentioning 
recent offers of further United 
States military aid to. Yugo- 
slavia, the Soviets warned Bel- 
grade of “imperialist” attempts 
to weaken the Socialist cause. 

The Soviet Communist party's 
organ Pravda, without reference 
to its oft-expressed distaste for 
the Tito brand of “national” 
communism, said there was “no 
doubt that Yugoslavia too has 
all the possibilities to make its 
contribution to the great cause 
of a further consolidation of 
friendly ties among socialist 
(Communist) countries.” 

Greetings For Tito, 

Last month there began to 
appear in the Soviet press small 
excerpts from comments by 
Tito and other Yugoslavs ex- 
pressing desire to closer ties 
with the Soviet Union. On May 
25 a feature display was given 
here to party and governmental 
birthday greetings for Tito. 

In the midst of all this Bel- 
grade took offense at the na- 
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ture of a United States 4 to 
continue arms shipments and 
announced that its arn de- 
fense minister, I, Goshnyak, a 

close friend ‘of Tito, aed 


a guest of Soviet Defense Min- 
ister Georgi K. Zukov. 

Whether  Tito’s declaration 
last week that Yugoslavia would 
like to straddle the Iron Cur- 
tain and retain ties with both 
East and West is consistent with 
the Kremlin’s views remains to 
be seen. 

Anniversary of Visit. 

The pretext for gg ee 
warm words was the 
anniversary of the visit by Sc So- 
viet Communist party boss Ni- 
kita S. Khrushchev and Pre- 
mier Bulganin to Yug 
on which they begged forgive- 
ness for all Moscow’s rebuffs 
of Tito in the Stalin era. 


Relations improved steadily 
“ap 1955 and ee buttressed 
generous trade exchanges 
and Soviet loans to Yugoslavia. 
Last. year, however, Belgrade’s 
attitude toward nationalist’ sen- 
timents that appeared in Poland 
and Hungary strained the new- 
ly won friendship. 

Pravda said there was no 
point in hiding the inuing 
difficulties between the two na-‘ 
tions, but stressed that they are 
“mainly on ideological ques- 
tions.” Izvestia, the government 
organ, took the same line. 

All the papers stressed that 
efforts for rapprochement must 
be mutual and that “much de- 
pends on the Yugoslav side in 
this respect.”

T isn't easy to explain that John Bishop and I 
always been more than father and son. We've 
friends.

He had a 
seething jealousy for my mother and once, when a man 
looked her way the second time, my father whispered 
politely to the man that if he caught him doing it again 
he would ram the man’s face down his throat.

_ HE HAD FAULTS by the score, and he was unafraid 
to tell about them. When he was angry (at himself or any- 
one else) he ground his teeth together so that you could 
hear it and he talked in whispers. We were seldom chas- 
tized, but, when it came it was always the same: we were 
taken into the bathroom and he ‘held us by the back of the 
neck and applied a razor strop to the area between the 
ankles and the knees. Back in the 1890s, there was a Sister 
Josephine who taught him in St. Paul’s School and one 
day she wrote a note to his nfother, It said, “I predict great 
success for your son John in life.

HE DID. The old nun sat in a wheelchair by the 
kitchen stove.

F by some unhappy circum- 

stance, g went out of 

style and someone had to sell 
it back to the human race, Helen 
Louise Graves would be right 
at the front of the line for the 
selling job. She herself has 
been a solo performer ever since 
she piped out areedy rendition 
of “Jesus Loves Me” at the age 
of 3 in a Canton (Mo.) Sunday 
School. But more important to 
her is the fact that she has 
helped uncounted thousands of 
Missourians of assorted sizes, 
ages and talents to enjoy sing- 
ing everything from Bach to 
“Banana Boat Song.” 


In fact, the attractive, ener- 
getic musician, who believes 
that singing can solve a lot of 
human problems, has spent most 
of her professional career with 
her back to the audience. She 
likes to sing almost anything 
herself, and her vibrant soprano 
voice frequently is responsible 
when there’s music In the St. 
Louis air. But what she would 
rather do is to get people to- 
gether, in groups of five or 
5000, and let them sing their 
heads off. 


Music has become bread and 
butter to Miss Graves, who once 
thought she would like to be 
a lawyer for money and a mu- 
sician for kicks. But in addi- 
tion to being her profession, 
music now is her major hobby 
and she spends a good many of 
the 24 hours around the clock 
either singing, directing, teach- 
ing or listening. At the pres- 
ent count, in her attractive. St. 
Louis Hills apartment, she has 
three television sets, one piano, 
two tape recorders and a radio 
in every room. The wonder is 
that she can spend enough time 
at home to get her money's 
worth out of them. 

Here's why. As general con- 
sultant in music for the St. 
Louis public schools, she has 
recently completed the annual 
spring festival of children’s 
voices, which she began in 1939, 
a festival which brings together 
between 3000 and 5000 singers. 
She directs a selected group of 
boy choristers who have special 
talent. She is organizer and 
director of the Metropolitan 
Singers, a 100-voice civic chorus 
which rehearses once or twice 
a week and sings at dozens of 
events each year. 


An active worker in the 
Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion, she directed the hundreds 
of singers in the annual Refor- 
mation Day service in 1948, 
1950 and 1954—the only woman 
ever to lead the choirs and the 
only person to be chosen for 
the task three different years. 
For 15 years, she has directed 
choruses at the Federation's 
Easter Sunrise service-in For- 
est Park, and is director of 
music and soloist for the Fed- 
eration’s televised Protestant 
Pulpit. 

She didn’t plan it ‘that way 
at all. Back home in Canton, 
when she was attending Culver- 
Stockton College and serving 
as student assistant director of 
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“All that time I had been 
thinking I should look far away 
to a career, eventhough music 
was so much a part of me,” she 


recalls. “That's why I had my 
eyes set on law. Now I tell 
students to follow as a career 
whatever is closest to them.” 


With a master of music de- 
gree from Northwestern Uni- 
versity—since then she has com- 
piled almost enough additional 
credits for her doctorate—she 
taught at Shelbina and Hanni- 
bal high schools before coming 
to St. Louis in 1937 as profes- 
sor of music and chairman of 
the music department at Har- 
ris Teachers’ College. 


She remained on that staff 
17 years, with her student chor- 
uses averaging 100 concerts a 
year, before taking her present 
post as music consultant to the 

ublic schools three years ago. 
ere she heads a staff of five 
elementary vocal consultants, 
one instrumental consultant 
and 11 special elementary in- 
strumental teachers. 

“Students learn important les- 
sons from singing,” she says. 
“In addition to the joy of sing- 
ing—and you don’t really sing 
unless you enjoy it—they learn 
to face the public. They learn 
how to dress and act before 
the public. They learn some- 
thing about co-operation and 
thoughtfulness for one another. 
They acquire a self-assurance 
they couldn't have found else- 
where. 

“They become better listeners 


of good music for having par-° 


ticipated. As members of an 
audience in later years, they 
will identify themselves with 
the performers because they 
once stood on the stage and 
sang for others. 

“Most of all, for students and 
for adults, singing is a release, 
a therapy in which they can 
forket themselves and their 
troubles.”

ER work with these thou- 

sands of students and adults 

has taught her, she says, that 
everyone can sing. Maybe they 
won't sing professionally. May- 
be they won't even qualify for 
the church choir. But those 
who say they “can’t carry a 
tune in a basket” are often 
merely inhibited and embar- 
rassed individuals who could 
have learned to sing had they 
been given the right training 
as young people. Maybe only 
five out of 5000 show enough 
talent to go on the musical ca- 
reer. But she’s as interested 
in the 4995 as in the five. 

“Sometimes the right train- 
ing involves far more than vo- 
cal instruction,” she says. “It 
sometimes means giving them 
enough attention as children, 
encouraging them, protecting 
them from hurt or embarrass-

Fix lt Yourself

Masonry Outside Stoops 
and Steps. ' 
NE of the problems that 
some persons have with out- 
side concrete steps and 
stoops is that the concrete be- 
comes soiled. As untreated con- 
crete is naturally somewhat 
porous, the dirt gets down into 
the pores and it is very dif- 
ficult to remove. 

A good thing to do with a 
new concrete flight of steps or 
stoop is to treat it right away 
with a concrete sealer of the 
type that is not water soluable. 
The sealer gets down into the 
pores and seal them so that 
they won't absorb the dirt. This 
makes the concrete surface a 
lot eaiser to keep clean. 

If the concrete is old and soil- 
ed, the problem is a little more 


difficult, What you should do is 
first remove as much of the 
dirt as possible by washing with 
tri-sodium phosphate and water. 
Give the concrete plenty of time 
in which to dry and then go to 
your paint or hardware store 
and get a concrete sealer and 
concrete floor enamel that will 
get along together. This is im- 
portant because some sealers 
don’t get along with some paints 
and some paints don't gét along 
with some sealers. Apply the 
sealer to the concrete and when 
it’s dry, apply the paint, You 
should use two coats of paint 
on the job. 

When the final coat of paint 
is dry, wax the surface using 
a heavy paste wax. This will 
protect the paint from wear 
and also from the weather.-
